Vienna, May 26. O. S. 
| yrapew RS from Conftantinople fay, that on the 
29th of April laft the Ottoman Porte declar'd 
War againft Ruffia, and that the Divan had refolv’d to 
apply to the feveral Powers of Europe, to engage 
them to ule their effectual Endeavours to prevent the 
fatal Confequences that may attend this new War ; 
which, it muft be obferv’d, the Porte might eafily 
have prevented, if they wou'd have agreed that Ruflia 
fhou’d be included in the Treaty of Peace on foot with 
the Perfians. Monf. de Dahlman the Emperor's Mi- 
nifler did, tho’ in vain, reprefent more than once to 
the Porte, that the Czarina might, from: this Refufal, 
have juft Reafon to think, that the Turks only wanted 
to make their Peace with the Perfians, in order to at- 
tack her with all their Forces: That Minifter added, 
moreover, that the Czarina was prevailed on by the 
Emperor, to defer putting her Armies upon Adiion, 
in hopes that the Grand Seignior wou'd confent to her 
being included in the Peace: But all thefe Reprefenta- 
tions having no Effect at the Porte, the Court of Ruffia 
has refolv’d to be amus’d no longer ; and as our Court 
is apprehenfive of being oblig’d to beara Part in the. 
War with the Turks, ‘tus faid that Orders are fent to 
M. de Dahlman, to return from Conftantinople. 
There are fome Advices from Tranfilvania, that the 
Ruffian Forces before — have had a very brisk 
Engagement with the Turks and Tartars, wherein near 
20,000 Men were kiil’d on both Sides ; but it needs 
Confirmation. The laft Advices from Conftamtinople 
add, that the Sultan not thinking himéelf fafe there, 
has refolv’d to retire to one of his Country Houfés, 
with a Defign to pafs from thence to Adrianople, in 
cafe of a general Rebellion. The Count de Aheven- 
hulla, who is General of the Emperor's Troops in 
Italy, has acquainted the Court, that the Duke de 
Montemar fent him an angry fort of a Letter, com- 
ning of the Imperialiits for having hindred the 
paniards froin carrying off the Artillery from Parma
